2* The major portion of this contact was devoted to a discussion of the 
political alignments within the Byelorussian emigration and the effect, if ary, 
on the emigre scene as a idiole* According to AECAMBISTA 16, the Byelorussian 
emigration in the United States at this tins is attempting to effect a unity of 
purpose, vis-a-vis the Ukrainian Congress Committee of America* The results, 
thus far, have been negligible* Subject feels that this unity, however, will 

be achieved to provide a front organisation necessary to carry on the work of i 

at taining Byelorussian independence* AECAMBISTA 16 stated that many of the or* 
ganlsatlon a now existing would be forced to curtail activity because of their 

purely nationalistic characteristic* He further stated that once many of the i 

members receive American citisenship, and many have applied, the Oath of Als» I 

lsglance would preclude membership in strictly Byelorussian groups* 

3* AECAMBISTA 16 reported that Dr* N. SCGRS has been trying earnestly 
to unite a group of Byelorussian professionals into an organisation simi la r ( 

to the Comdttee for a Free Slovakia, which would have the support of such 4* 

TBoricans as Edward 0* CONNOR, Lev DUBRIANSKX in propagandising the cause of 
Byelorussian independence* This organisation would not be In opposition to 
the Byelorussian National Council or the Byelorussian Central Council* The 
group would devote a major portion of its effort to the American public in an 
attempt to educate this public re Byelorussia* SCORS has been trying to get 
E. KOCHANOUSKX interested, but has not had too much success* 

lw Subject stated that SCORS has been unsuccessful in his attempt to be* 
cone a central figure in the BNR and the BCR« As a result of this failure, he 
conceived the idea for the group of professionals* In the opinion of AECAM- 
BISTA 16, SC0& will not be too successful since his reputation leaves much to 
be desired* 

5* AECAMBISTA 16 was given the new requireaents on the AEXJJOR Study* 

This portion will contain the compilation of pertinent data re the Byelorus- 
sian emigration with emphasis on areas outside of the continental limits of 
the United States* Time-vise it will encompass post World War II* It should 
take about 5 months* 
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6. ASGiMBISTA. 16 is leaving for Chicago on a raoation at which tint ha 
irilj also bring up to data and verl tj Information already submitted. Ha 
asked whether we o ou Id assume some of the financial expea se. Ha was answered 
in the affirmative* since the project has been funded to meet such eventuali- 
ties. 
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
